High Winds and Falling 
Temperature Made Sun- 
day Night a Fine Time for 
People to Stay at Home. 


GET OUT YOUR WRAPS! 


The local weather bureau was 
closed on Sunday, but the forecast 
from Washington for Georgia for 
today reads: “Fair; much colder 
Monday. Fair Tuesday.” At 2 
o'clock this morning Atlanta was 
being swept by high winds, and the 
temperature was rapidly falling 
Unofficial thermometers showed 36 
degree at this hour. 


-———-— 


A biting cold wind that seemed to 
sweep Atlanta streets at a 50-mile-an- 
hour clip and that smashed plate-glass 
windows in the downtown district, an- 
nounced to Atlanta yesterday that win- 
ter was really here. Had the wind 
not been present Atlantans would have 
known that the mild fall was over by 
the very tinge of wintry weather in the 
air. 

The change was like the shifting of a 
scene upon the stage. Weather au- 
thorities had promised Atlanta a dis- 
agreeable day. Atlantans had expect- 
ed a misty rain with lowering skies 
and then, perhaps. a temperature of 
about 50 degrees. Instead, they got 
a temperature that. according to stand- 
ard thermometers, was 38 degrees by 
midnight and that appeared to be fall- 
ing as the night wore on. 

Here, there and everywhere along 
Peachtree and Whitehall streets plate- 
‘glass windows were smashed by the 
gale and along the streets Atlanta folk 
huddled themselves up in overcoats and 
knew that the wondertully mild weath- 
er of the fall would last no longer. 


If Stores Had Been Open. : 

Those who had not supplied them- 
selves with “toppers” stood in front of 
plate-glass windows and wished all 
sorts of bad wishes on the law that 
closed clothing stores on Sundays. 

Winter, which had been dallying with 
Atlanta for two months, had arrived. 
Even brand new overcoats could not 
keep out the sting of the cold. 

Those who went to bed early Sun- 
day night did not appreciate it, and to 
them will come a big surprise this 
morning when they crawl out « _ bed, 
expecting the usual balmy weather 
that has confounded weather men all 
over the country. 

As the sun went down a high wind 
sprang up in Atlanta, and with the 
rising of the wind came the fall in the 
temperature. From some point along 
in the sixties there was a sudden drop 
to the forties, and by midnight it Was 
the thirties, with the wind steadily 
rising and the mercury steadily fall- 
ing. 

Winter Really Here. 

In the residence sections fires ap- 
peared in chimneys that had not been 
used since the cold snap in October, 
and people stayed in the house. Down- 
town everybody appreciated the faci 
that winter, long delayed, was really 
here. 

The skyscrapers seemed to 
what the gales were seeking, 
and down 
caps chased each other merrily. A 
wind that rattled the window panes in 
office buildings and at times amount- 
ed almost to a gale, ~rew steadily in 
volume, until the pedestrians early left 
the street and sought the shelter of 
their homes. 

At times the wind was biting cold, 
and fingers left out of «loves or over- 
coat pockets tingled and grew numb 
as in real winter time. No one ob- 
jected, however, for the skies had 
cleared and the stars were shining 
brightly before the night was half 
over. No “nasty” weather was pre- 
saged, but everything pointed to the 
weather being simply clear and cold 
during the night and colder still on 
Monday. 


DYNAMITE 1S HURLED 
AT MEXICAN OUTLAW 


Posses Believe That the Mur- 
derer of Six Men Has 
Been Killed. 
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Bingham, Utah, December 7.—Sticks 
of dynamite were hurled into a room 
in the Utah-Apex mine today in which 
Ralph Lopez, slayer of six men, is be- 
lieved to have crawled, wounded, drag- 
ging his rifle behind him. 

Tons of earth and rock choked the 
room after the explosion and tomor- 
row work will be begun to clear away 
the debris, to learn if the Mexican 
desperado finally was trapped. Lopez 
was traced to the room along a tun- 
nel by imprints showing that he had 
crawled on his hands and knees, drag- 
ging his weapon. Members of the 
posse followed the tracks until they 
led into the room. There the search- 
ers, Knowing the deadly aim of the 
Mexican, feared to follow. 

Aside from the possibility that the 
desperado lay dead in the room, the 
sheriffs and deputies found nothing to- 
day to dispel the belief that Lopez had 
escaped before the gases, which were 
forced into the mine last week to 
asphyxiate him, became overpowing. 
However, -the Search was pursued 
vigorously tonight, and will continue 
until every part of the mine has been 
explored. 

The pursuit of Lopez began Novem- 
ber 21, when he _ killed a Mexican 
miner. Since then he has killed the 
chief of police and four deputy 
sheriffs. 


Every Report From the In- 
undated Sections Adds to 
the Already Long List of 
the Drowned. 


SURVIVORS ARE IN NEED 
OF FOOD AND CLOTHING 


Hundreds Are Still Maroon- 
ed on High Spots and in 
Trees—Boats Plying the 
Waters to Rescue. 


Houston, Texas, December 7.—To- 
night’s dispatches “Sncreased the num- 
ber of known dead in the Texas floods 
to 61 with the possibility that a heavy 
toll of drownings reported, but not yet 
confirmed, at Sunny Side, in Waller 
county, would increase this number. 
The additional known deaths in to- 
day’s reports included four at Hunger- 
ford and a like number near Wellborn. 

The crest of the Brazos river flood 
tonight was nearing Brazoria county, 
which borders on the gulf, and the 
peak of the Colorado river flood was 
approaching Natagorda county, also on 
the gulf. As the, water passed south- 
ward the damage incident to the over- 
flow grew correspondingly. The direc- 
tor of the weather bureau here said he 
did not expegt the Brazos floods to 
pass into the gulf before Wednesday. 


Many Reported Drowned. 

Reports last night from Wellborn 
that twelve negroes and a Mexican had 
been drowned on the Allen plantation, 
at the junction of the Navasota and 
Brazos rivers, and that 25 negroes had 
met death in the flood waters on the 
Parker plantation in the same vicinity 
were not confirmed today. 

Governor O. B. Colquitt today issued 
an appeal to the people of Texas ask- 
ing aid for the flood sufferers. 

Fifty persons, mostly rfegroes, are re- 
ported to have been drowned at Sunny 
Side, a small town on the Lower 
Brazos, according to a long distance 
telephone message received early to- 


night. 
Hundreds Are Marooned. 


The message said between 400 and 
500 persons are marooned on a small 
mound at San Felipe and are in great 
danger. A special train loaded with 
motorboats was dispatched from 
Houston to rescue them. 

J. R. Garrett, a planter who tele- 
phoned to Houston for assistance, re- 
ported that the entire Brazos bottom 
in Waller county is flooded, that a 
number of houses has floated away 
and that refugees were clinging to 
trees and housetops. Boats are being 
constructed as rapidly as possible to 
rescue those imperiled. Sunny Side is 
8 miles north of Brookshire. Mr. Gar- 
rett said that warning was given the 
residents of the lowlands of the ap- 
proaching flood yesterday, but that 
many of them refused to leave their 
homes.

AILLED IN BUGGY: 
FRIEND AGGUSED 


Charged With Killing Mills 
B. Lane, Jr., Mason Wil- 
liams Is Arrested and Put 
in Valdosta Jail. 


Valdosta, Ga., December 7.—(Special.) 
News was received here tonight of the 
tragic death of Mills B. Lane, Jr., the 
son of John Lane and nephew of Mills 
B. Lane, of Savannah. Reports are 
meager as to details of the tragedy, 
but Sheriff Gornlo has arrested Mason 
Williams, the son of L. M. Williams, a 
well-known turpentine operator at 
Mineola, 

Young Lane and young Williams 
were the best of friends, and were 
out riding this afternoon near Morven, 
in Brooks county. 

It reported that they became 
volved-in a quarrel in the buggy, 
began scuffling, when Williams 

his gun and shot Lane, who fell 

the buggy. Young Williams is 
to have got out of the buggy, ex- 
amined the body and, finding life ex- 
tinct, is said to have exclaimed, “My 
od, I huve killed him¥’ He then got 
back in the buggy, it is said, and drove 
off, leaving the dead man by the road- 
side. 

It is not known what the young men 
quarreled about. They were about 
twenty years of age each, and were 
bosom § friends. Williams lives at 
Mineola with his father’s family, 
while young Lane resided on his fath- 
er’s place near there. Both are prom- 
inently connected, and the tragedy is 
greatly deplored here 

Mason Williams was arrested tonight 
at his father’s home by the sheriff 
of Lowndes county and was brought 
here and lodged in jail. He claims 
that Lane attempted to draw a re- 
volver. No pistol was found on the 
dead man. The two quarrelled over a 
trivial matter, according to Williams.

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MRS. PANKHURST WINS 
HUNGER-THIRST STRIKE 


Militant Suffragette Leader 
Has Been Released From 
English Jail. 


London, December 7.—Mrs. Emmeline 
Pankhurst, the militant suffragette 
leader, who Was arrested at Plymouth 
on December 4 on her arrival from the 
United States aboard the steamship 
Majestic, was released from the Exeter 
jail at 10 o’clock tonight. 

Mrs. Pankhurst began a hunger and 
thirst strike immediately following 
her arrest. 

Mrs. Pankhurst was driven to a ho- 
tel. She appeared very weak and im- 
mediately went to bed, in charge of a 
nurse. Mrs. Pankhurst is liberated on 
seven days’ license. She intends to 
proceed to London at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Not anticipating the early release of 
their leader, suffragettes gathered to- 
night at the Empress theater, Earls 
court, to protest against her impris- 
onment. The house was only three- 
quarters filied, and ‘General’ Mrs. 
Flora Drummond, who presided, ex- 
plained the empty seats by 
the postoffice of tampering with let- 
ters containing invitation tickets. In 
the course of a speech denouncing the 
government, she exclaimed: 

“Here and now we swear that never 
again will the government get Mrs. 
’ankhurst. We shall organize a body- 
guard. which will even § face battle- 
ships. 

A resolution demanding the instant 
release of Mrs. Pankhurst was carried 
with enthusiasm but as the meeting 
was dispersing her liberation was an- 
nounced and was greeted with cheers. 

Several large donations to the cause 
were made and promises of further do- 
nations given, amounting in all to 
$50,000. This amount includes $22 
the proceeds of Mrs. Pankhurst’s 
American tour. 

Scores of suffragettes invaded St. 
Paul's cathedral this A inl and 
chanted “God save Emmeline Pank- 
hurst.” The service was stopped until 
the women finished and then was re- 
sumed. The suffragettes quietly left 
the church.

FROM BURNING STEAMER; 
WIRELESS GAVE ALARM 


Rio Grande, in Flames Off 
Diamond Shoals, Sounds 
the. S. O: S. Call and the 
Steamer Swanmore Hur- 
ries to the Rescue. 

PASSENGERS RESCUED 
AND FIRE CONQUERED 

BY THE RESCUE VESSEL 


Then the Passengers Are 
Returned to the Rio Grande 
and She Proceeds on Her 
Way to Brunswick—Cap- 
tain of the Rio Grande and 
Wireless Operator Re- 
mained at Posts—Captain 
Severely Burned. 


Norfolk, Va., December 7.—Wireless 
reports recefved here tonight tell of 
tife rescue of 197 passengers from the 
steamer Ringrande, or Rio Grande, by 
the steamer.Swanmore this morning 
205 miles northwest of Diamond 
shoals. The Rio Grande had a fire in 
her hold, and sent out wireless Ss. O. 8S. 
calls for assistance. 

The Swanmore picked them up and 
went to the assistance of the burning 
steamer. She réached the Rio Grande 
before daybreak, Seh took off her pas- 
sengers and, after helptng to subdue 
the flames, put them back on board the 
Rio Grande. The latter steamer is said 
to be proceeding on her voyage, with 
the fire under control. 

Only Meager Reports of Fire. 

Only meager reports of the fire and 
rescue have been feceivéd here. Wire- 
less reports gave the name of the 
burning steamer as “Ringrade,” but 
marine men say there is no such steam- 


er registered. They say It is the Amer- 
ioan steamer Rio Grande, which plies 
between New York and southern ports. 

The following messagé received here 
from the Cuban steamer Antilla tells 
of the rescue: 

“Second operator at noon received re- 
lay from steamer Swanmore to send 
nearest Marconi station that she went 
to help of Ringrande ins answer ‘to her 
appeals for assistance iat” ‘4 “a> mm De- 
cember 7. Also states took off 197

Dodge. Telis of the Rescue. 

New York, December. 7.—Captain 
Dodge, of the British steamer Swan- 
more, in a wireless dispatch received 
here tonight from the Virginia Beach 
station, briefly described the rescue to- 
day of 197 passengers from the steamer 
Rio Grande, which was afire 205 miles 
north of Diamond shoals. 

Captain Dodge says that, in response 
to appeals for aid, he arrived alongside 
the burning vessel at 4 a. m., and took 
the passengers aboard the Swanmore 
until the fire on the Rio Grande had 
been put out. Then the passengers were 
returned to the Rio Grande, which 
proceeded under her own steam for 
Brunswick, Ga., her destinatton: 

Both the captain and wireless oper- 
ator aboard the Rio Grande remained 
at their posts and fought ,the flames, 


the wireless stated. The captain was 


severely burned about the hands. 

The Rio Grande is a Malivry line 
steamer plying between this’ port and 
Brunswick, Ga. She was last reported 
in The Maritime News as arrived here 
December 2 from Brunswick, the ma-

WASHINGTON’S POLICY 
STILL ONE OF WAITING 


December 7.—With the 
announced policy of the ~Washington 
government on the diplomatic side of 
the Mexican situation one of patient 
waiting, interest here chiefly centers 
in the rapidly moving military opera- 
tions in northern Mexico. 

The movement southward of General 
Villa’s constitutionalist forces, and the 
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reports that Huerta generals are plan- 
ning @ concentrated obstruction to his 
march on Mexico City, with a possible 
flank movement by those bodies of 
federal troops hitherto reported as 
fleeing from Chihuahua City to the 
border, are being observed with mark- 
ed attention by military officials here. 

There is a general feeling among 
the high officials of the government 
here that the pendulum will swing 
back and forth for some weeks—con- 
stitutionalist successes being ‘followed 
by federal victories—and that the pro- 
cess of forcing the Huerta government 
to yield will be a slow one. 

he announcement from Hermosillo, 
the constitutionalist capital, that 
Francisco Escudero had been retired 
as Carranza’s minister of foreign re- 
lations awakened considerable specu- 
lation here. It was recalled that Wil- 
liam Bayard Hale concluded his par- 
leys with Escudero because he had 
been unable to resume conference with 
Carranza direct. In some quarters 
there was a disposition to régard the 
withdrawal of Escuredo as having had 
some connection with the Hale nego- 
tiations. iF 

It was learned here tonight that Es- 
cudero had left Hermosillo and was 
enroute to New York to meet his wife, 
who sailed from Vera Cruz recently. 
Friends of Escudero said he had suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown, and need- 
ed a rest.

MEXIC BULLION .TRAIN 
REACHES THE BORDER 


Presidio, Texas, December 7.—The 
big silver bullion train which has been 
on the way from Parral, Mexico, for 
the last two weeks reached Ojinaga 
late yesterday. It is expected to land 
safely in a few hours on the Ameri- 
can side of the Rio Grande. There are 
sixteen wagons in the train, each 
drawn by sixteen mules, 200 additional 
mules and a military escort of 150 
men.

'_MEXICANS ARE FLEEING 


TO PORT OF VERA CRUZ 


Vera Cruz, December 7.—A heavy 
norther has been raging since yester- 
day, but began to abate towards night- 
fall. German, French and Spanish 
steamers from Havana have been hove- 
to outside, unable to enter the port. 

A large number of Mexican families 
have arrived here from the capital in 
the last few days. They report a con- 
siderable feeling of unrest there. Few 
are coming. All hotel ac- 
commodations here have been taken. 

Clarence A. Miller, American consul 
at Tampico, reports that he has re- 
ceived advices from the consular agent 
at Tuxpan that large federal rein- 
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forcements have arrived there and that 
the rebel forces under General Aguilar 
are moving northward. The consular 
agent says that the presence of the 
American warships had had the ef- 
fect of checking insurgent depreda- 
tions and recommends that they be re- 
tained indefinitely.

AMERICAN REFUGEES 
FLEE FROM TAMPICO 


Port Arthur, Texas, December 
Thirty Americans, refugees from Tam- 
pico, Mexico, mostly women and chil- 
dren, arrived here late today on two 
barges and a tug. The refugees said 
they were leaving Tampico because of 
the threatening conditions there, that 
the federals had btégun to fortify the 
city against a force of seven thousand 
rebels to the south and west and s5@v- 
eral bands of rebels of a few hundred 
each on the north. 

‘The men had been employed in the 
oil fields, they said, but because of 
conditions, there was no work as the 
rebels were located between the oil 
fields and Tampico. Many of the refu- 
gees stated that they were from in- 
terior points and had been waiting at 
Tampico several days for transporta- 
tion to the United States. They said 
also that Tampico was crowded with 
many others waiting to get away. 

Many of the refugees had only suf- 
ficient funds to take them to Galves- 
ton, there they said they expected they 
would be cared for by officials of the 
Red Cross.

VILLA VERY CAREFUL 
TO AVOID HUERTA TRAP 


Juarez, Mexico, December 7.—Still 
fortifying his telegraph and railroad 
communication with Juarez against a 
possible attack by federals, General 
Francisco Villa, with his rebel army, 
today remained near Sauz, about thirty 
miles north of Chihuahua. Villa said 
he would delay his entry into the capi- 
tal city until he was confident he was 
not going to be cut off from the north. 

The idea prevailed that some of Gen- 
eral Salvador Mercado’s federal rtoops, 
after evacuating Chihuahua, possibly 
might have left the main body and 
swung around to the north and west 
in an attempt to throw a force between 
Villa and his base at Juarez. 

Should Villa lose hts communication 
with Juarez he would be isolated in 
Chihuahua, and thus be in the posi- 
tion of the federals before they eva- 
cuated that city. Direct telegraphic 
communication with Villa’s headquar- 
ters, however, showed that no federals 
had been seen anywhere and Villa's 
slow progress toward the state capi- 
tal was merely precautionary. 

Villa himself is convinced that the 
hurrving away of the federal generals 
without being put under fire was suf- 
ficient indication that they were dis- 
heartened and fearful of mutiny by 
the unpaid soldiers, and in conse- 
quence no more important fighting is 
to be expected until the rebel army 
invades the territory south of Chihua- 
hua. Meantime he is moving cautious- 
ly. The extension of their territory 
has placed new responsibilities upon 
the rebels. It consists in protecting 
the property which formerly they were 
engaged in destroving. 

That Mercado’s routed federal army 
and his generals and officers were still 
making frantic efforts to reach the 
United States border, but were handi- 
capped because of scores of civilian re- 
fugees, came in messages from Ojinaga 
opposite Presidio, Texas. 

A bullion train,. after traveling two 
weeks over the desert from the mines 
at Parral, arrived on the border with 
silver valued at more than a million 
pesos. Some of the drivers, including 
members of wealthy Chihuahua fami- 
lies, reported that the caravan of fed- 
eral refugees could be seen many miles 
away. 

Behind them the refugees had left a 
trail of discarded possessions which 
they had taken with them in hurrying 
from Chihuahua, but which later they 
found too burdensome to carry. The 
remnants of food, broken down wag- 
ons and a trail of foot prints extending 
for miles disclosed the precipitate 
flight of both soldiers and civilians.

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IN A DOUBLE REPORT 


Majority Report to Make No 
Recommendation— Dissent- 
ing Report by McDonald. |» 


Washington, December 7.—The house 
committee which has been investigat- 
ing the charges of lobbying at the cap- 
itol decided tonight upon a_ report 
which will make no recommendations 
to the house, though iH will comment 
severely upon some of the facts dis- 
closed during the months of inquiry 
following the published accusations of 
M. M. Mulhall, former agent of the 
National Association of Manufacturers. 

Representative McDonald, of Michi- 
gan, the progressive member of the 
committee, will file a: dissenting report, 
though he agrees in the main with the 
Statement of facts set forth by the 
majority of the committee. 


Reports to Be Read Monday. 

The reports will be read to the house 
Tuesday, and tomorrow a final meeting 
of the committee formally will adopt 
the majority report agreed on tonight. 
The ccmmittee, after meeting until 
near midnight last night, was in ses- 
sion all of today, considering the scope 
of its report and its language, and the 
question of whether there should be 
any recommendations concerning Rep- 
resentative McDermott, of  Illincis, 
mentioned by Mulhall, or as to reme- 
dial legislation. Chairman Garrett said 
tonight that a tentative draft of a re- 
port submitted by him to the commit- 
tee had been “torn to pieces and 
changed generally.” 

The majority report is confined to a 
statement of the facts, including ex- 
cerpts from the testimony and corre- 
spondence concerning the operations of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, and te formal conclusions couch- 
ed in many cases in severe language. 
The resolution creating the committee 
did not call upon it to submit recom- 
mendations. 

The dissenting report of Representa- 
tive McDonald, while not differing as 
to the main facts disclosed ‘by the in- 
quiry, goes cemsiderably further. It 
sets forth that unless the popular 
branch of congress is kept above sus- 
picion the balance between the legis- 
lative, executive and judicial branches 
of government is endangered; contends 
that it is the duty of congress to fear- 
lessly @pose and to apply the most 
drastic remedies, particularly as there 
is broadcast a suspicion of conditions 
in congress. 


Need of Reform Urged. 

It urges the need of reforms in the 
legislative methods of the house, a 
Simplification of the rules to avoid 
trivial technicalities, publicity for all 
cammittees, a well-ordered system of 
docketing in committees, abolition of 
the party caucus, a system of registra- 
tion of lobbyists and penalizing of at- 
tempts to bribe cr otherwise improper- 
ly influence legislation. 

The report further declares that the 
alleged lobbying under investigation 
was a battle between the vested and 
labor interests, and arraigns the so- 
called workmen’s protective association 
as a pretext for machinations of lebby- 
ists. It states that the disclcsures a 
few days after President Wilson's pub- 
lic charge of improper inflvences at 
work on legislation brought over- 
—— proof of the need of the in- 
quiry.

rules as the Americans, not being al- 
lowed to smoke, drink or gamble. 
They are even obliged to take the 
scout oath and abide by the American 
Boy scout regulations. 

Instead of being on “hikes” the Aus- 
tralians engage in “postoffice trailing.” 
A scout is assigned to take a letter 
to the postoffice in a definite time, 
and is trailed by the remaining mem- 
ber sof the troop. If the member bear- 
ing the message is touched by a mem- 
ber of the “trailing” party a demerit 
is checked against him. If he is not 
touched he is presented with a merit 
stripe. 

They also have leaders, the same as 
the local scouts, patrol leaders, scout- 
masters and assistant scoutmasters, 
who are promoted according to their 
merit and standing. The troop has 
covered approximately 200,000 miles in 
its three years on the road. 

In their rifle practice they use nine- 
pound guns. They scale 16-foot walls 
with ease, do acrobatic stunts, long- 
arm baiancing, military exercises of 
all descriptions, build pyramids from 
which they signal, climb giant trees 
and hills, practice sharpshooting, 
dance and sing. One af the members 
can hit a_ bull’s-eye 14 out of 16 
times at 100 yards. Another can make 
90 points out of a possible 100, lying 


flat. 

While in the British Isles the 
scouts traveled through Scotland and 
climbed the highest point there, a 
mountain §,000 feet above sea level. 
They climbed this mountain without 
the use of ropes, staves or any other 
support and wore what we would call 
tennis slippers.

Rev. W. A. Brown, of Chi- 
cago, Makes Strong Plea 
for Child Conservation--In- 
stitute to Last Three Days. 


With an 
Brown, of Chicago, 
appeal for child conservation, the 
three days’ Sunday school institute 
conducted under the auspices of the 
Superintendents’ Congress of Atlanta, 
began Sunday afternoon at the Central 
Congregational church. 

Dr. Marion McH. Hull, president of 
the Superintendents’ congress, pre- 
Sided over the meeting, and a large 
audience of Sunday school workers 
gathered. The meetings will continue 
on Monday and Tuesday, with sessions 
at 3 and 8 p. m. each day, and with 
addresses by Dr. Brown and D. W. 
Sims. Mr. Sims is general] secretary 
of the Georgia Sunday School associa- 
tion, and has done much constructive 
work in the state. 

Dr. Brown spoke Sunday afternoon 
on the subject, “The Biggest Business 
in the World,” which he declared is 
the business of training and conserv- 
ing the young children of the nation. 
He compared it with the iron and steel 
industries, agriculture and the coal 
business, showing how nothing is more 
vital to the world or greater in scope 
and importance than the business of 
“child training.” 

“There are four great forces which 
are powerful influences in the life of 
the child,” said Dr. Brown. “These 
are the home, the school, 
the church and the State. 
How often, indeed, are the little tots 
neglected by all four—strangers in the 
home, truants from school, exploited 
by the state in the name of industry, 
and absent from the church! The 
Sunday school is the greatest means 
of salvation for the child in the face 
of its neglect by the world, and to 
this end the Sunday school has a pow- 
erful mission to perform.” 

A feature of Dr. Brown's stay in 
Atlanta will be the address he will 
make Tuesday evening before the an- 
nual meeting of the Superintendents’ 
congress, which will be held at a sup- 
per. at the Central Congregational 
church. This meeting will be follow- 
ed by the closing session of the insti- 
tute.

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BOLL WEEVIL MENACE 


Audubon Lecturer Says Safety 
of Cotton Lies in Protec- 
tion of Bird Life. 


“The crisis that faces Georgia is the 
coming of the boll weevil.” says James 
Henry Rice, Jr., field agent of the 
Audubon society, now lecturing in At- 
lanta. Mr. Rice was urging Sunday 
that the. birds be saved to eat insects. 

“Should the best hopes be realized 
and cultural methods be improved so 
as to conform to government require- 
ments, the loss will not exceed 50 per 
cent of the cotton crop, but is not that 
sufficient? =A A 

“The boll weevil entered the United 
States at Brownsville, T-xas, in 1892. 
In 1907 it entered Louisiana and caused 
a loss of three-fourths of the crop, re- 
ducing an annual yield of 1,000,000 
bales to 250,000. Ri 

‘It went into winter quarters this 
fall within 25 miles of the Georgia line. 
Bradford Knapp, in charge of the 
United States farm demonstration 
work, says that labor left l:wer Mis- 
sissippi by the boatload and trainload., 
He might have added that farmers were 
ruined in droves, and that every ‘busi- 
ness felt the effects. 

“The magnificent work done by the 
National Bureau of Entomology has 
only emphasized the fact that cultural 
methods are powerless to do anything 
beyond raising half a crep at more 
than the price of a full one. 

The One Remedy. 

“The one rema&dy is the insect-eating 
bird. .Texas, by permitting wholesale 
slaughter of its birds, laid itself open 
to the entrance of the boll weevil. 
Birds are nature’s check on the spread 
of insects. The bird population of the 
entire country is estimated at about 
one-fifth of what it was thirty years 
ago. Birds rapidly reproduce. Five years 
of rigid protection would show a ccn- 
siderable increase over the bird popula- 
tion of even thirty years ago. 

“With rigid protection of birds the 
damage from the weevil will be mate- 
rially lessened in three years’ time; 
in five years it will cease to be a 
menace and be no more than an an- 
noyance. Such protection is possible 
only by educating the people to the 
value of birds. 

“It is perfectly proper and right to 
employ every available means to fight 
the weevil. Cultural methods are to 
be commended; but it is just as well 
to bear in mind that cultural methods 
have a limit. Should the south largely 
abandon cotton and turn to corn and 
the cereals, there will ensue a general 
fall in prices, and, moreover, there will 
follow’ such insect outbreaks as will 
make the boll weevil seem out of date, 
for corn and the cereals have a thou- 
sand insect enemies where cotton has 
one, some of which are infinitely worse 
than the boll weevil. From cotton 
alone Georgia will have to face a foss 
of a million bales of cotton—at least 
$50,000,000. 

“Give the Birds a Chance.” 

“It costs nothing but the co-opera- 
tion of the people of Georgia. The 
work of the boll weevil must be check- 
ed or the state will lose headway. The 
birds can and will check it, if they 
are given the chance. Farmers must 
be taught, not only to iet insect- 
eating birds alone, but also how to 
attract them to the fields. 

“Rurthermore, rigid bird protection 
in no way interferes with any cultural 
method or any other means which 
farmers care to employ in the fight 
against the weevil.”

Cold Increases Suffering. 


A rapid fall in temperature and a 
cutting wind heightened the suffering 
today, especially ih the tent colonies 
along the river banks. Nearly all those 
affected were negroes. Three hundred 
were gathered at Koppe’s Bridge, who 
had been rescued with nothing but 
the clothes they had on, and an occa- 
sional quilt. 

“The situation is this,” said Dr. P. 
H,. Rayzer, of Bryan, who was active 
in rescue work. “Along forty miles 
of river bottom everything has been 
wiped out and there are 700 or 1,000 
victims marooned in gin houses and 


large residences. We have been to 
most of these and they are safe, but 
all need food. At the Parker house 
the scant supply of meal and bacon 
There are 
no remaining persons in trees. What 
the toll is in sickness from exposure no 
one can tell.’’

Three Men Dead and Woman 
Seriously Injured as Result 
of Shooting. 


Calumet, Mich., December 7.—Arthur 
and Harry James were killed, Thomas 
Dally was fatally wounded and Mary 
Nicholson was seriously injured by 
rifle bullets fired before daylight to- 


day into the apartment house in which 
they lived. Dally died tonight. The 
James brothers came here yesterday 
from Toronto and obtained employ- 
ment in the Copper Range Consolidated 
mine, whose men are among those on 
strike. They stopped with Dally, a 
miner. Miss Nicholson lived with her 
father, who occupied the other side of 
the Dally apartment house. 

All the victims were in bed when 
shot. Three kinds of rifle bullets were 
imbedded in the walls of the house and 
the difference in style of bullets led to 
the belief that at least three men fired 
the ten or twelve shots. Six men are 
under arrest on suspicion. 

The murders aroused great indigna- 
tion throughout the strike zone and 
mass meetings were held in different 
places today. Speakers condemned acts 
of lawlessness of which the murders 
today were the latest. Resolutions 
were adopted demanding that the 
sheriff use all means to bring the law- 
breakers to justice, and Btsine all law- 
abiding citizens to unite in giving 
peace officers assistance in restoring 
normal conditions to the strike district. 

The strikers held meetings and 
speakers exhorted the men to stick to

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In Eleven Months 416 Persons | 
Have Been Killed and | 


2,149 Injured. 
New York, December 7.—During the 


eleven tnonths past 416 users of public 
highways were killed and 2,149 in- 
jured in this state, by automobiles and 
other motor vehicles over which the 
victims had no control, according to 
a statement made tonight by Mitchell 
May, secretary of state. 

Mr. May added that it was apparent 
that “there is something radically 
wrong both in the law and its en- 
forcement, as this sacrifice of human 
life, almost double that of last year, 
is too heavy a toll to pay for the ad- 
vantages of the automobile.” 

In a letter to Governor Glynn, Secre- 
tary May urges the necessity for new 
automobile legislation, and asks the 
governor to transmit to the legisla- 
ture an emergency message on the 
subject. .
